Freshmen, 1932-~a class no greener, if somewhat more gigantic 
than previous freshman classes—significant as the ‘last of the initiated 
freshmen.” The unique and unforgettable purging experiences of 
those delightful first days have left an indelible stamp on the spirit of 
class 36. They boast a unity consistent through four years of trials and 
triumphs, which took root in that first solid banding together of 
freshmen, in defence of their prestige and persons against the dis- 
ciplinary authority of tyrannical Sophomores.

As freshmen, class "36 began an active participation in all campus affairs which was to reap a just portion 
of fame in fields athletic, literary and academic. In rugby, track and badminton they filled conspicuous positions, 
while freshettes showed a particular enthusiasm for hockey. 


From its earliest infancy Mr. Nichols has seen fit to foster the undertakings of the class with untiring inter- 
est. It becomes us here to express a word of appreciation. We sincerely hope that, in his association with 
us, he has been rewarded by some measure of enjoyment. 


To the Sophomore class of '33 was allotted the task of finding a suitable method of greeting freshmen, 
to replace the abolished initiation. Though some regretted the passing of a time-honored custom, and more 
probably their thwarted hopes of revenge, the class pledged itself to loyal support of the more dignified form 
of welcome which the University had wished to adopt. The results of that year of experiment have been deemed 
not altogether satisfactory, but the experiment was necessary. The Sophomore Reception was a tribute to the 
originality of class ‘36, in their innovation of a ‘‘cabaret formal.

Exhibiting a flare for dramatics, Juniors 
carried off awards for best actor and actress in the Play Competition, and the class acquired the coveted dramatic 
shield. Juniors handled leading roles in a much-acclaimed Spring Play. All the while, Gateway and Year- 
book were by no means neglected, and the Debating Society flourished with the support of a generous con- 
tribution of Junior wit and eloquence. It was in this ‘colossal’ year that there emerged a certain ‘‘school- 
boy’ who became president of the class, and they liked him so well that they decided to take him “on the chin” 
another year. 


And now we come to the final, farewell term. Their Senior year sees the culmination of four years 
of diversified and extensive efforts, directed towards the attainment of personal adequacy. The rich, personal 
contacts, the splendid inspiration of the lofty aims of a fine institution, in its search for ‘CQuaecumque vera’, 
have been theirs to use in the realization of their own best selves.

When we entered these halls of learning, a few short years ago, in quest of ' whatsoever things are true,” 
some of us chose a profession, some chose science and some chose the higher arts as their ultimate objective. 
No doubt we each adopted the course which was nearest to our hearts and in which we believed we were 
best qualified to succeed. If we can carry this belief throughout our lives it will greatly assist us to make 
of ourselves something finer and better than would otherwise have been our lot. 


At such a time, it is indeed pleasant to reflect upon the recklessness of college life, upon the laughter, 
the pranks, the songs and those convivial gatherings which have made these last few years so gay and free 
from care. Memories of these days are filled with recollections of crowded corridors, of lecture amphitheatres, 
of deluxe editions of the Gateway and the Evergreen and Gold, of plays and operettas, of football games, of 
dances, and of arduous hours at the study table. 


For four years our confines have been narrowed to the geographical boundaries of the campus. But 
not so limited have been our fields of comradeship and learning. To most of us there will never again be 
granted an opportunity to meet people with such facility. To some that has been of great value, for it has 
meant the erasing of many undesirable characteristics and the developing of principles both commendable and 
pleasing to others. In the field of learning, we hope we have broadened our views to that point where we 
can recognize and clearly see both sides of a debatable problem. Associations with professors, contacts with 
others more learned than ourselves and competitions with all manner of individuals have been stimulating to 
the mind. It is to be hoped that we have really pursued knowledge, not merely suffered ourselves to be exposed 
to it. Likewise, through the medium of organized sports, in which many hundreds have participated, we have 
increased in strength and in stature. 


Many other things our Alma Mater has given us. But in these days of repeating rifles, she is sending 
us out into the strife equipped with swords and javelins and shields. There must, of necessity, be a period 
of re-arming, a period in which some will weaken and fall without a cry, while others are quickly adjusting 
themselves to new problems and new thoughts. However, in spite of these cloistered days, there have been 
hammered into us a few conclusions by the hard logic of facts. 


Firmly should we bear in mind- as the greatest of all practical precepts—that every man should in life 
master to the best of his ability some one thing, be it great or small. But never should he limit himself entirely 
to his vocational interest thereby losing sight of music, books and an appreciation of such finer arts. For that 
very purpose we came here; and now the time has come for us to actively take up the challenge too often 
hurled at colleges and universities the world over. These four years have seen us striving to learn well 
one thing in all its various aspects, at the same time not losing sight of the graceful art of living. As the months 
have flown by, it has become increasingly apparent that such is an impossible task. Therefore, in after years, 
there is a duty cast upon us to never neglect the further culture of the 
mind, so necessary to insure its ultimate maturity. 


The answer to the burning question of whether or not 4 uni- 
versity training adequately equips a man for the conflicts of the world 
lies with each graduating class. It lies with us to show whether it is an 
education which produces learned shirkers, or whether it is an un- 
selfish culture devoted to the good of humanity. We must either con- 
tess we have been weak in assimilating our privileges or we must 
prove we are able to use all we have learned for the end for which 
it was intended.

undergraduates voiced their opinions of student affairs in general. | Although this undoubtedly impairs 
the efficiency of Union operations, it certainly increases the interest felt by the student body as a whole.

ENFORCEMENT COMMITTEE 


This committee, set up by means of the “Enforcement of Constitution Act’ in the spring of 1934, 


is now completing its second year as a functioning body. 
v4 


It has been definitely shown that there is a place for such a committee in the government of the 
student body. The officers in the various clubs under the Students’ Union are authorized to spend 
a certain portion of the Students Union funds. This naturally leads to many disputes, because of 
carelessness or because of lack of proper instructions or knowledge of constitutional proceedings. 
The committee has been able to settle these disputes without causing ill feeling between the council 


and the club involved. 


The members of the Committee are chosen by the Students’ Council at the first meeting in the 
fall. Each member chosen must be in good standing in the Students’ Union and unless given special 
permission by the Students’ Council is not permitted to hold any other position in the Students’ Union. 
Thus all members are able to give unbiased judgment, as they owe allegiance to no other group than 
the Students Union. 


In order that its decisions may be carried out, the Committee has the power to impose fines up 


to a maximum of $10.00 or to bar offenders from student activities and student offices. 


The meetings of the Committee are arranged by the members at the convenience of the offenders 
and themselves. It has been the custom to hold the meetings in private, allowing the offenders to 
bring with them, anyone whom they think might help them in presenting their case. The Committee 
has also the power to invite any member to sit with them in any capacity. In this way the Committee 
has attempted to allow all persons concerned full benefit of any aids he may desire in presenting his 


cdas€. 


The Committee, besides imposing penalties, tries to suggest to the Students Council any 
remedies that they may deem advisable after analyzing and judging the case. 





Thus the Committeeis seen to act, not only in the capacity of a court, but also as an advisory 
body. It is hoped that the former function will become less necessary as the latter one assumes greater 


prominence.

The Literary Society functioned very smoothly during the present session. All three depart- 
ments, the Dramatic, Philharmonic and Debating Societies operated with an autonomy that was practi- 
cally complete, and centralized control was rendered practically unnecessary, by able management 
of the presidents of the respective organizations. To the officials of the Literary Society itself was left 
the pleasant task of inducing the Council to increase subsidies in the budget, that the societies under 
its jurisdiction might operate freely and effectively, unhampered by the spectre of inadequate gate 
receipts. 


The results have been very gratifying. The Debating Society under Mr. Thomas Costigan spon- 
sored some of the best forums in a number of years, and the N.F.C.US. and Inter-Varsity 
Debates were organized most efficiently. Miss Mary Sutherland guided the Dramatic Society through 
the trials and tribulations that result from its joint class control. The Inter-Year Plays got under way 
early in November, reading groups were organized, and in February Alberta was represented in the 
Dramatic Festival in Calgary. During this latter period the Spring Play got under way. The Phil- 
harmonic Society under the presidency of Mr. Gordon Hay presented a very creditable performance 


of “The Mikado.” 


In all organizations, enthusiasm was keen, and the response from the students assured the success 
of every venture of the Literary Society.

The Toronto-McGill Debate 


The first major debate of the session which was sponsored by the N.F.C.ULS., was fought on 
the most provoking problem of the present era: Are we justified in fighting any war? The resolution 
read: ‘Resolved that this house declines to take up arms under any circumstances, and both teams 


fought in a dogged way and without compromise. 


The affirmative side of the argument was taken by Alberta, represented by Thomas Costigan 
(Arts and Law) and John Garrett (Arts), while the visitors, Eli Kelloway, student in Theology at Mc- 
Gill, and Sidney Hermant, graduate in Law at Toronto, took up the cudgels for the militarists. The 
visitors were finished speakers, and their delivery and platform manner were of the excellence that 


comes only from experience. 


In the course of the debate there was no attempt on the part of the affirmative, to evade what 
was a most uncomfortable position: the refusal to fight under any circumstances. The visitors, ac- 
cordingly proceeded to cite instances of what they considered justifiable combat, and succeeded 
finally in driving the home team into a corner, on the question of Internal Co-operation and International 
Law. The Alberta team countered all arguments by demonstrating that not only was war unjustifiable 


on moral grounds, but that, as it never achieved the ends it proposed, it could not be rationally defended. 


The judges were of the opinion, however, as was the audience, that the visitors had had the 
better of the argument, and awarded them the decision, one judge making the comment that the 


affirmative, in upholding pacifism, as unflinchingly, had attempted an almost impossible task.

Inter- Varsity Debate 


Inter-varsity debating this year concluded with one victory and one defeat for the University 
of Alberta representatives. In both cases the decision was a majority one which would indicate that 
the victory was obtained over a team that was difficult to vanquish, namely the representatives of 
U.B.C., who visited Alberta to be defeated by Leonard Bercuson and Harold Beveridge, and that 
Hugh John MacDonald and Victor Chmelnitsky went down honorably before the verbal onslaughts 
of the representatives of Saskatchewan, in Saskatoon. 


When the final results were tabulated it was found that the McGoun Cup, which had been 
held for four years in succession, was this year to repose in the trophy case at the University of 
Saskatchewan. 


The resolution debated was: ‘Resolved that Canada adopt a foreign policy of Isolation,” which 
was upheld in Edmonton and opposed in Saskatchewan.

The Society has thus completed twenty-four years of continuous ex- 
eG In all two hundred and thirty-two papers have been read to the members of the Society and 
the public. 


The aim of the Society, as stated in the constitution, is to stimulate interest in philosophical pro- 
blems-—‘‘philosophical’’ being interpreted in the broadest possible manner. But in the past few years 
the Society has taken upon itself the task of conducting an essay contest open to all undergraduate 
students in the university, and has provided prizes totalling a minimum of $175 a year for the three best 
papers. The Society hopes to extend its activities along these lines but is necessarily checked by the 
size of its income. 


The six papers delivered before the Society during the past year attracted large audiences, so 
that interest in the efforts of the Society does not seem to be declining. 


't is pleasant to think that the Philosophical Society is ready to enter into its silver iubilee year 
in as healthy and as flourishing a condition as at any time in its history.

RECORD OF ACTIVITIES, 1935-36 


With an enrolment of 43 officers and 192 other ranks 
the U. of A. Contingent of the C.O.T.C. commenced its 
21st annual training season on October 3rd, 1935. 


Coincident with the “coming of age’ of the Unit, 
National Defence Headquarters at Ottawa authorized the 
issue of a new officer type of uniform for all cadets. This 
is a signal honour for the Contingent since it is the first Unit 
to be so equipped in Canada.

Officer Commanding SUMMARY OF TRAINING 
Training was somewhat handicapped owing to the fact that the University opened a week 
later than usual. In addition to this, winter closed down about three weeks earlier than is normal. 


Thus the period of training outside was reduced to about 50 per cent. of its usual length. Mounted 
Cavalry drill could not be completed, and the Machine Gunners were unable to conduct their annual 
firing practice on the ranges. 


Despite these handicaps the Unit has made excellent progress and all ranks were highly complimented 


by Brigadier W. B. Spry, O.B.E., V.D., D.O.C., M.D. No. 13, on the occasion of his annual inspection. 


During the year training was inaugurated in Artillery and in Military Engineering. The Unit has, 
thus, presented candidates for examination in every Arm of the Service for which the War Office offers 
certificates. No other University Contingent in Canada has attempted so ambitious a programme of 
training. 


In this connection, it is of interest to note that, in 1935, 43 per cent. of the entire training strength 
of the U. of A. Contingent obtained either an “A’’ or a ‘'B” certificate. The average percentage of
